THE CROP 
PROGNOSTICATOR. 


The crop prognosticate is again with us. He comes out in early 


spring just in advance of the boll weevil and sings his foolish song 
of hope. He tells of big crops to come and then later of still bigger 
crops. He is no pessimist, but a rank optimist. Like old Col. Sel- 
lers, he sees "millions in it." He visits a bank in East Texas and 
returns to tell a newspaper reporter that "the Elberta peach crop is 
sure to prove the grandest that the world has ever experienced. Or 
he sees a few early potatoes coming in from South Texas and forth- 
with rushes into print to explain that with "an unprecedented acre 
age of potatoes planted in Texas, Indian Territory, Arkansas and 
Oklahoma, and with the favorable season enjoyed thus far, the crop 
of potatoes will bring unlimited prosperity and wealth galore to the 
soil tillers." 


The farmer needs to be saved from these self selected fool 


friends (?). Every statement made by them is wired to market cen- 
ters and is used to hammer down prices before the new stuff can be 
placed on the market in carload lots. It should be made a crime 
-against the peace and prosperity of the people of the State, punish- 
able by a fine and a sentence to wear a muzzle for thirty days for any 
irresponsible blatherskite to publicly announce such foolish and 
hurtful fancies. Muzzle the vicious crop prognosticate!-. Let 
grower* publicly repudiate their false predictions— Farm and 
Ranch. 


The diseases which claim the most 


victims among physicians relatively to 
all males are gout and diabetes, and 
there is a high relative mortality from 
diseases of the nervous system, circula- 
tory system and kidneys, says American 
Medicine.

Freedom from prolonged 
muscular strains and high blood ten- 
sion apparently saves him from arterio- 
sclerosis, but suicide claims many, and 
so do the drug habits acquired by the 
nervously exhausted. It has been said 
that three-fourths of French morphine 
users are physicians 


The cause of the physician's early 


death is evidently the excessive nervous 
expenditure, insufficient rest and defec- 
tive nutrition, inseparable from his call- 
ing, with its broken and restricted sleep, 
Irregular hours of work, rest and meals, 
the worry when lives depend upon his 
Judgment and the lack of a day of com- 
plete relaxation in each week. 
The 


physician who sees his patients every 
day in the week month after month 
and cannqt learn to forget them when 
he goes home, merely burns the candle 
at both ends 
He violates the law 


obeyed by every oth er animal, that there 
shall be short periods of moderate exer 
tlon interrupted by longer periods of 
rest when repairs are made It is not too 
much work as a rule, but scattered work, 
which prevents rest.

ENGLISH CIVIL SERVICE. 


Laws Strictly Enforced—No Man Ap- 


pointed or Ihsmissed for 


Politics. 


The civil service laws of Great Britain 


are rigidly enforced 
Civil servants ob- 


tain their positions by merit after ex- 
amination, and retain their places dur- 
ing good behavior if competent, saya the 
Philadelphia Ledger. The incoming of 
the new liberal government in England 
will not disturb a single postmaster in 
the United Kingdom. The vast army of 
cl«rks, subordinates and under officials 
of all kinds will scarcely be aware of 


-She fact that there la a change of ad- 
ministration. There are a certain num- 
ber of higher officials whose posts are 
properly considered political, inasmuch 
as they are intrusted with the duty of 
carrying out a liberal and conserva- 
tive policy; but the mass of officeholders 
are secure In their positions, and so well 
fixed is the policy of maintaining a per- 
manent force of trained officials that 
the removal of ordinary civil servants 
for political reasons would be left by the 
people generally to be a violent and un- 
justifiable act which would react with 
terrible force upon the ministry. 


It is not to be supposed that the Eng- 


lish, because of this admirable system, 
have been elevated into a rarefied atmos- 
phere where partisanship has been ban- 
Jsbed, or that party zeal Is not rewarded, i 
Un addition to the 45 leading officials of I 
A political character, with an annual sal-1 
ary list of $786,000. who step "down and j 
out" vith a change of ministry, each 
government during its term of life fllla 
a large number oi vacancies caused by 
deaths, resignations, disability and re- 
moval for incompetence Naturally the 
coinistry in power gives the places, as a 
.rule, to members of its own party. Dur- 
ing the ten years ot recent conservative 
rule tbe conservative party has had the 
appointment of 35 judges in the United 
Kingdom, with aggie-gate salaries of 
91,060,000 a jear, 1.1 addition to an army 
of recorders, clerks, minor magistrates 
and the like 
Many of the appointees 


were conservatives, but the liberal gov- 
ernment will not touch a man of them 
.for political reasons. 


The colonial service, with its 23 vice- 


roys, governors and commissioners, af- 
fords rich patronage, and a ministry is 
always reluctant to give up its power 
and resign unless compelled to do BO, be- 
• cause it wishes to protect the political 
• officials in office and their personal ap- 
. polntees, who lose office with them; but 
' the great army of civil employes are di- 


vorced from politics and are safe. Inter- 
est in politics in England is nevertheless 
very acute, and the administration of 
Justice aad of the several departments 
of the government is quite as emelantaa

The process Is somewhat difficult, re- 
quiring time, patience and some out- 
lay of money, but then consider the 
possible results! 
The diamond, we 


know, says the New York Herald, la 
simply carbon in a transparent crys- 
•^.rrine roria. It comes of humble par- 
entage and is brother to the lump of 
coal. 


Unlike easily crystalllzable bodies, 


•arbon is Insoluble in all ordinary aol 
vents, but molten metals will oombin* 
with it Let the diamond maker choos* 
iron for a solvent for charcoal, melt- 
Ing it in an electriu furnace, allowing 
it to take up as much carbon as It can 
—in other words, saturate Itself with 
carbon. 
The crucible containing tba 


white hot metal should then be plunged 
into a bath of molten lead. The result 
will be that globules of Iron will rise 
to tbe surface of the lead and are 
quickly cooled on the outer surface 
Inside the hard crust the iron re- 
mains for some time in a molten con 
ditlon, and. as iron expands in solid! 
fying, the contents of these little glo- 
bules receive a pressure unattainable 
by any other means 
When the lead 


becomes solidified some bullets of iron 
will be found bound up in the mass 
Dissolve with some powerful acid flrst 
the lead and then the iron, and a resi 
due of carbonaceous matter will be 
found to contain tiny crystals—real 
diamonds 
Any chemist with a well 


equipped laboratory can make dia- 
monds in this way, but tbe largest of 
them will not be more than a fiftieth 
of an inch in diameter.

Is to Build a Ship That Will 


Bqual or Excel England'! 


Monster "Dread- 


naught." 


/ Washington. — Perhaps the most rad- 
ical and important departure from es- 
tablished practices in construction of 
(the American navy since the introduc- 
tion of the modern armored vessel was 
taken the other day when the house 
committee on naval affairs voted that 
plans for the proposed new battleship, 
which It Is contemplated shall exceed 
anything afloat, may be drawn by per- 
sons outside of the navy department 
and that the department shall consider 
such plans in deciding by whom and 
how the new ship shall be built 


For some time the department has 


permitted prospective bidders to offer 
alternate plans when bidding upon the 
department's plans. In this case the 
department 
may draw plans if 
it 


wishes, but it must notify outsiders 
that their plans will be considered be- 
fore the type of ship is decided upon 
and the contract let. 


If congress sustains the view of the 


house naval committee it will mean 
the infusion of new thought and young 
blood Into the red tape and conserva- 
tive mehods of the navy department. 


No better Illustration of these charac- 


teristics can be suggested than the ad- 
mission by Admiral Capps, chief con- 
structor it the navy, before the com- 
mittee that It will be two years before 
the department can begin preparing 
plans for a battleship to equal or excel 
the British leviathan Dreadnaught. 
This statement indicates better than 
anything else could the absolute de- 
pendence of the navy department upon 
foreign warship builders for Ideas. The 
theory of the naval committee was 
that this attitude was unreasonable. 


"We believed," said one member of 


the committee, "that Americans can 
design Just as powerful If not more 
powerful warships than any foreigner. 
The history of the American navy up 
to the clos« of the civil war period 
proved this. Then the United States 
led the world in naval construction. 
Every new and Important improvement 
in naval architecure was the product 
of American ingenuity and Inventive 
faculty. Foreigners eyed those Im- 
provements at first with suspicion. 
They predicted that they would cause 
the ships concerned to turn turtle and

Great Increase in Traffic During the

Washington.—A bulletin Issued by 


the department of commerce and labor 
shows that the trade of the united 
States with Mexico in the fiscal year 
1905 aggregated in value $98,000,000, as 
compared with 131,000,000 in 1896 and 
$18,000,000 in 1886. Of Mexico's total 
Imports of merchandise 53 per cent Is 
drawn from the United States and of 
her total exports 71 per cent is sent to 
the United States. 


No other country except Canada 


draws as large a percentage of its im- 
ports from the United States as does 
Mexico, and no other country except 
Cuba sends as large a percentage of Us 
exports to the United States as does 
Mexico. Estimates made by American 
consular representatives 
and others 


and by persons, in the United States 
familiar with the subject, the bulletin 
says, indicate that fully a billion dol- 
lars of capital from this country is now 
invested in Mexico, Canada and Cuba, 
of which about one-half is In Mexico. 


Imports from Mexico of sisal grass 


in 1905 amounted to nearly $16,000,000 
and of copper in various shapes to over 
$15,000,000. The copper is brought herts 
for smelting' and refining processes and 
the extraction of the precious metals 
which it contains.

OSCAR'S PET DECORATION. 
Swedish Xing Values Medal Won by 


Him for Stopping Danger- 


ous Runaway. 


Stockholm.—When King Oscar of 


Sweden sat for his official portrait he 
insisted on being painted as a naval 
officer and called the artist's attention 
to a little cross on a tricolored ribbon 
which hung among many other orders 
on his uniform. The artist was care- 
ful to give this little medal promi- 
nence. 


In 1867, five years before he came 


to the throne, the then crown prince 
was walking alone beside the sea on 
a road which ended abruptly at 
a 


steep incline. Suddenly he heard cries 
of terror, and looking around saw two 
frightened horses 
galloping toward 


the cliffs. 
The crown prince sprang at 


the reins. 
For some yards he was 


dragged toward seemingly inevitable 
**eath, than he managed to bring the 
horses to a standstill. 


The crowd that followed cheered 


the brave deed, but the modest man 
evaded It and continued his walk. For 
some time the identity of the rescuer 
remained a mystery, but finally it was 
discovered and to the crown prince 
was awarded a medal for 
bravery, 


which is now the proudest decoration 
he wears as king. 


For a time the problem of getting 


water across what is known as Pinto 
creek and Cottonwood canyon threat- 
ened to cause trouble.

amount of water that passes through 
the canyons In this section during the 
rainy season, it was decided that the 
pressure pipe should be installed. In 
this way the water is carried under 
the beds of the creek Instead of over 
them. 


The pipe at Pinto creek is 2,600 feet 


in length and has a drop of SO feet be- 
low the bottom of the canal. 
While 


the pipe at Cottonwood canyon Is only 
40 feet in length, It has a o>op of eight 
feet below the canal. 


The last mile and a half of the canal 


connecting with the power plant has 
been concreted to facilitate the flow 
of water and 
to 
prevent 
leakage. 


There are three miles of tunnel dis- 
tributed along the canal, which also 
have been full concrete lined. 


In all, 40,000 barrels of cement have 


been used in lining tunnels, concret- 
ing the canal, building culverts and 
erecting other 
concrete 
structures. 


The greater part of the cement was 
furnished by the mill erected and op- 
erated by the government. 


The firm holding the contract for the 


construction of the dam has laid out 
a camp without a rival in regard to 
sanitary conditions and comfort for 
the employes.

Interesting Scientific Experiments 


Witnessed by French 


Savants. 


Paris.—Consul Brunot, of St. Etl- 


enne, writes that a group of savants 
of the Academie dec Sciences, Paris, 
very recently paid a visit to a fac- 
tory at Boulogne-sur-Selne to witness 
the manufacture for industrial pur-' 
poses of enormous quantities of oxy- 
gen and nitrogen, extracted in a liq. 
uid state from the atmospheric air. 
The consul says: 


"Georges Claude, the Inventor of the 


interesting process, furnished the ex- 
planations. 
As the liquid oxygen 


flowed out from the generator It was 
of a bluish hue, while the nitrogen 
was colorless. 
Several 
experiments 


were made for the visitors to prove 
the importance of having an abundant 
supply of oxygen at one's disposal; a 
forge set up in the grounds showed] 
the wonderful effects of the gas. Th» 
fire, which had almost died out, was 
immediately rendered Incandescent by 
a current of hydroxide from the blow- 
pipe. A bar of Iron was brought to 
a red heat and then melted like lead. 
Two pieces of iron were welded in a 
few minutes by the aid of a powerful 
flame from the blowpipe. Much cost- 
ly and tedious riveting will 
be no 


longer necessary; Iron will be welded 
against iron, copper against 
copper, 


etc. The doctors already foresee the 
possible treatment with liquid air of 
certain affections of microblan origin, 
such as osteomyelitis, anthrax and the 
malignant disease of the skin termed 
lupus."

Mexico City.—A general survey of 


the cost ot railway extensions now un- 
der construction, changing the gauge 
on narrow gauge roads, terminals at 
the port ot Vera Cruz, etc., show ap- 
proximate expenditures of more than 
$60,000,000. There will be abundant 
employment for thousands of men for 
several years. 


The railways entering this city are 


to have a union station which, with 
the new terminals, will cost probably

This improvement has 


been long contemplated. 


Shortly after the opening of the Te- 


huantepec railway for through traffic 
from ocean to ocean the line will be 
made double track, making it the only 
double track road in the republic.

33,160 tons, Germany following with 
27,101 tons, France with 21,799, the 
United Kingdom with 20.552 and Neth- 
erlands with 21,124 tons, Switzerland, 
using 6,839 tons, leads the remaining 
countries. Italy consumed only 47» 
tons in 1904. 


LEAST DEADLY WOUNDS. 


Startling Statement Made by Sur- 


geon in Russo-Japan- 


ese War. 


Berlin. — Dr. • Schaefer, of Berlin, 


speaking before the German Surgical 
society on his experiences during the 
Russo-Japanese war, said that after 
the battle of Mukden he examined 
more than 7,000 wounded 
Russians. 


The percentage of those dying from 
rifle wounds was the smallest, and a 
surprisingly large proportion of the 
wounded were fit In a short time for 
active service. 


Three' months after the battle of 


Mukden half the wounded of the army 
corps to which Dr. Schaefer was at- 
tached were cured. The percentage 
rose in some regiments to 70 per 
cent. 


The results were so surprising that 


a Russian general of division tried to 
forbid further Investigations, saying 
the world would laugh at the fact that 
the Japanese had beaten'the Rnssans 
while the former were using such mis- 
erable rifles. 


Rio de Janalro.—The regalia of the 


ola empire of Brazil, hidden away In 
the treasury here for 70 years, has 
been rediscovered in an unexpected 
manner. 


The director of the treasury 
was 


searching for some documents when 
he opened a box which had not been 
touched for years. In it he found gold, 
silver and diamonds worth $1,200,000, 
including the crown and scepter and 
the gold embroidered mantle of the 
emperors of Brazil. The crown and 
scepter are valued at $106,000. 


The regalia is supposed to have been 


placed in the treasury for safety dur- 
ing the troublous times of i836, and 
not being required by the republic, 
have remained there ever since. 


TOY SHIPS ON EXHIBITION. 
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Models of Transports Are Shown* $o 


the Public at the War De- *' v 


partment. 


Washington.—Under the direction of 


Quartermaster General Humphrey of 
the army, models have been prepared 
of the United States transport Sher- 
man. They are attracting much atten- 
tion at the war department 


The models are about 20 feet long 


and show not only the exterior of the 
ship, but also the interior. One model 
represents the transport cut in halves 
and shows the relative positions of the 
quarters for soldiers, the passengers' 
rooms, coal bunkers, freight compart- 
ments and machinery rooms. 


With great detail the Interior has 


been worked out In such manner that 
nothing Is left to the 
Imagination. 


Even the beds for the men are repro- 
duced on n small scale and the freight 
is represented by miniature barrels 
and boxes. 


Actual coal is used in the bunkers 


and the machinery and guns are repro- 
duced with such fidelity that they can 
be moved end adjusted in such manner 
that their position may seem more 
realistic.

CHEROKEES WIN A FIVE 


MILLION DOLLAR SUIT 


Washington, May 1.—By a de- 


cision which the supreme court 
rendered Monday io what are 
known as the Eastern Cherokee 
eases, $4,889,588 will be distribu- 
ted among the 50,000 members of 
tnat band, most of whom live in 
Indian territory, though living in 
North Carolina, Georgia,Alabama 
and Tennessee there are several 
thousand of them. Of this amount 
more than $3,500,000 represents 
the penalty which the government 
pays for refusing to settle with 
ihese Indians sixty-eight years 
ago. 


The claim grows out of the re- 


moval of the Gherokees to Indian 
territory. In its treaty with the 
Cherokees the government prom* 
ised to pay the coat of removal, 
but afterward took the amount 
$1,110,270 out of the Cherokee 
funds held by the government. 


In 1846 the government'concluded 
to reimburse the Indians, but 
agreed with them by means of 
treaty to leave the amount of in- 
terest to the senate The senate 
decided that the debts should car- 
ry intereet at 5 per cent from 1838 
to the date of payment. 


The case was presented first in 


the court of claims, and the decis- 
ion of the supreme court yester- 
day modifies and affirms the court 
of claims, giving the Indians the 
amount named. 


The attorneys who represented 


the Cberokees are to get 10 per 
cent of the claim. Of this amount 
the largest part will go to B. L. 
Owen of Muskogee, himself a 
Cherokee and their leading coun- 
sel. A firm of Kansas City will 
get $90,000, James K. Jones of 
Arkansas $5,000, and M. C. But- 
ler of North Carolina $5,000.

Laws Strictly Enforced—No Man Ap- 


pointed or Ihsmissed for 


Politics. 


The civil service taws of Great Britain 


are rigidly enforced 
Civil servants ob- 


tain their positions by merit after ex 
amlnatlon, and retain their places dur- 
ing good behavior if competent, saya the 
Philadelphia Ledger. The incoming of 
the new liberal government in England 
will not disturb a single postmaster in 
the United Kingdom. The vast army of 
clerks, subordinates and under officials 
of all klnda will scarcely be aware of 


-She fact that there la a change of ad- 
ministration. There are a certain num- 
ber of higher officials whose posts are 
properly considered political, inasmuch 
as they are intrusted with the duty of 
carrying out a liberal and conserva- 
tive poltajr; but the mass of officeholders 
are secure In their positions, and so well 
fixed la the policy of maintaining a per- 
manent force of trained officials that 
tb« removal of ordinary civil servants 
for political reasons would be left by the 
people generally to be a violent and un- 
justifiable act which would react with 
terrible force upon the ministry. 


It Is not to be supposed that the Eng- 


lish, because of this admirable system, 
have been elevated into a rarefied atmos- 
phere where partisanship has been ban- 
Jsbed, or that party zeal Is not rewarded.' 
iln addition to the 45 leading officials of 
A political character, with an annual sal- 
ary list of $786,000, who step "down and 
out" vith a change of ministry, each 
government during its term of life fills 
a large number ot vacancies caused by 
deaths, resignations, disability and re- 
moval for incompetence Naturally the 
ministry in power gives the places, as a 
.rule, to members of its own party. Dur- 
ing the ten years ot recent conservative 
rule the conservative party has had th°e 
appointment, of 35 judges in the United 
Kingdom, with aggiegate salaries of 
91,060,000 a jear, 1.1 addition to an army 
of recorders, clerks, minor magistrates 
and the like 
Many of the appointees 


were conservatives,, but the liberal gov- 
ernment will not touch a man of them 
.for political reasons. 


The colonial service, with Us 23 vice- 


roys, governors and commissioners, af- 
fords rich patronage, and & ministry is 
always reluctant to give up its power 
and resign unless compelled to do BO, be- 
' cause It wishes to protect the political 
- officials in office and their personal ap- 
. polntees, who lose office with them; but 
' the great army of civil employes are di- 


vorced from politics and are safe. Inter- 
est in politics in England Is nevertheless 
very acute, and the administration of 
Justice and of the several departments 
of the government is quite as efficient as 
our OWB.

Unlike easily crystalllzable bodies 


•arbon is Insoluble in all ordinary sol 
vents, but molten metals will oombln* 
with it Let the diamond maker choose 
iron for a solvent for charcoal, melt- 
ing it In an electriu furnace, allowing 
it to take up as much carbon as it can 
—in other words, saturate itself with 
carbon. 
The crucible containing tba 


white hot metal should then be plunged 
into a bath of molten lead. The result 
will be that globules of Iron will rise 
to the surface of the lead and are 
quickly cooled on the outer surface 
Inside the hard crust the iron re- 
mains for some time in a molten con 
dition, and. as iron expands in solid) 
fying, the contents of these little glo- 
aulea receive a pressure unattainable 
)y any other means 
When the lead 


becomes solidified some bullets of Iron 
will be found bound up in the mass 
Dissolve with some powerful acid first 
the lead and then the iron, and a rest 
due of carbonaceous matter will be 
found to contain tiny crystals—real 
diamonds 
Any chemist with a well 


equipped laboratory can make dia- 
monds in this way, but tbe largest of 
.hem will not be more than a fiftieth 
of an Inch in diameter.

I» to Build a Ship That Will 


Squal or Excel England's 


Monster "Dread- 


naught." 


/ Washington.—Perhaps the most rad- 
ical and important departure from es- 
tablished practices in construction of 
the American navy since the introduc- 
tion of the modern armored vessel was 
taken the other day when the house 
committee on naval affairs voted that 
plans for the proposed new battleship, 
which it is contemplated shall exceed 
anything afloat, may be drawn by per- 
sons outside of the navy department 
and that the department shall consider 
0uch plans in deciding by whom and 
bow the new ship shall be built 


For some time the department has 


permitted prospective bidders to offer 
alternate plans when bidding upon the 
department's plans. In this case the 
department 
may draw 
plans If 
it 


wishes, but it must notify outsiders 
that their plans will be considered be- 
fore the type of ship is decided upon 
and the contract let. 


If congress sustains the view of the 


house naval committee it will mean 
the infusion of new thought and young 
blood into the red tape and conserva- 
tive mehods of the navy department. 


No better Illustration of these charac- 


teristics can be suggested than the ad- 
mission by Admiral Capps, chief con- 
structor yf the navy, before the com- 
mittee that it will be two years before 
the department can begin preparing 
plans for a battleship to equal or excel 
the 
British leviathan Dreadnaught. 


This statement indicates better than 
anything else could the absolute de- 
pendence of the navy department upon 
foreign warship builders for ideas. The 
theory of the naval committee was 
that this attitude was unreasonable. 


"We believed," said one member of 


the committee, "that Americans can 
design just as powerful if not more 
powerful warships than any foreigner. 
The history of the American navy up 
to the clos« of the civil war period 
proved this. Then the United States 
led the world in naval construction. 
Every new and Important improvement 
In naval architecture was the product 
of American Ingenuity and Inventive 
faculty. Foreigners eyed those Im- 
provements at first with suspicion. 
They predicted that they would cause 
the ships concerned to turn turtle and 
do other 
unexpected things. 
But 


events proved otherwise. 


"Since the civil war things have 


been reversed. We are now following 
the procession in which every other 
nation of the world leads. Department 
bureau chiefs say, forsooth, that they 
cannot build a ship to equal the Dread- 
naught, for instance, until they find 
out how England built it. 


"Indeed, Admiral Capps even went 


BO far as to say that it would be im- 
possible for a vessel of her tonnage, 
18,000 tons, to carry the armor and 
armament attributed to her. They In- 
sinuate that Great Britain is deceiving 
the world; that the Dreadnaught in 
reality Is of 19,000 or 20,000 tons. 


"I predict that one of the outsiders 


will capture the prize in having his 
plans chosen over the department's. I 
believe the committee has acted wisely 
In determining upon this course and 
that congress and the country will in- 
dorse its action. 


"If logically followed out, this plan 


will surely lead to a return of Ameri- 
can laurels to their own and it will not

With Hative Escort She Reaches 


Khartoum After Trip Through 


th« Interior. 


Khartoum, Egypt.—After a journey 


rich in adventure through the interior 
of Africa Miss Hary Hall, a great 
woman explorer,, has reached Khar- 
toum. 


She started last June from Chinde, 


Portuguese Bast Africa, and traveled 
up the Zambesi as far as Port Her- 
ald. 
Then she turned north to Lake 


Nyanza, which she crossed. In No- 
vember she arrived in German Bast 
Africa and then crossed unknown ter- 
ritory where no white man or woman 
had ever before set foot to Lake Vic- 
toria Nyanza. This took her 28 days, 
and only twice did she see a European.

regiment and a few native carriers. 


The natives she met were friendly 


and brought her bananas, goat milk 
and salt. 


Although much of the country was 


disturbed owing to a native

against the Germans, she managed to 
reach British territory without trouble. 


The wild animals she saw included 


almost every species of the country, 
and being an excellent markswomnn, 
she had no difficulty in replenishing 
her larder when necessary. 


Her next goal was Uganda, where 


she found the youthful king playing 
football. 
He received her with truly 


European courtesy and sent her on her 
way to Khartoum.

The pipe at Pinto creek is 2,600 feet 


in length and has a drop of 30 feet be- 
low the bottom of the canal. While 
the pipe at Cottonwood canyon Is only 
40 feet in length, It has a drop of eight 
feet below the canal. 


The last mile and a half of the canal 


connecting with the power plant has 
been concreted to facilitate the flow 
of water and 
to 
prevent 
leakage. 


There are three miles of tunnel dis- 
tributed along the canal, which also 
have been full concrete lined. 


In all, 40,000 barrels of cement have 


been used in lining tunnels, concret- 
ing the canal, building culverts and 
erecting other concrete 
structures. 


The greater part of the cement was 
furnished by the mill erected and op- 
erated by the government. 


The firm holding the contract for the 


construction of the dam has laid out 
a camp without a rival in regard to 
sanitary conditions and comfort for 
the employes. 


Practically all of the work going 


on at the dam site at present is un- 
der the direction of the contractors. 
A company has just finished placing 
two of their latest improved 1-ton 
capacity cable-ways across the site and 
the real excavating for one of the 
largest storage dams in the world will 
soon begin. 
These cableways are 


1,150 feet in length and are 450 feet 
above the river. 
Several smaller 


cable-ways have been at work for some 
time doing preliminary excavating. 


The contractors are rebuilding the 


flue which Is to carry off the surplus 
water while the excavating for the 
foundation of the dam is in progress. 
A new pile driver has been put in 
place and the piling for the flumes 
and cofferdams is being rapidly driven. 


Upon the completion of the coffer- 


dams a hydraulic elevator will be in- 
stalled. This machine has been thor- 
oughly tested in the placer-mining (Its- 
tricts of Alaska 
and other mining 


countries. 
It is expected to greatly 


expedite the work of excavating. 


A St. Louis (Mo.) firm Is prepar- 


ing to erect an aerial tramway which 
is to be 1,700 feet in length, which will 
be used for transporting cement, sand 
and other materials. 


Everything in the way of modern 


machinery and equipment is being used 
in the construction of this dam and 
when completed it will be one of the 
most wonderful structures of the kind 
in the wo. xl. 


TAKING OXYGEN FROM AIR. 
Interesting Scientlno Experiment* 


Witnessed by French 


Savants. 


Paris.—Consul Brunot, of St. 
Ett-j 


enne, writes that a group of savants I 
of the Academie des Sciences, Paris, 
very recently paid a visit to a fac- 
tory at Boulogne-sur-Selne to witness 
the manufacture for industrial 
pur-' 


poses of enormous quantities of oxy- 
gen and nitrogen, extracted in a liq- 
uid state from the atmospheric air. 
The consul says: 


"Georges Claude, the Inventor of the 


interesting process, furnished the ex- 
planations. 
As the liquid oxygen 


flowed out from the generator it was 
of a bluish hue, while the nitrogen 
was colorless. 
Several 
experiments 


were made for the visitors to prove 
tbe importance of having an abundant 
supply of oxygen at one's disposal; a, 
forge set up in the grounds showed) 
the wonderful effects of the gas. The 
fire, which had almost died out, was 
immediately rendered Incandescent by 
a current of hydroxide from tbe blow- 
pipe. A bar of iron was brought to 
a red heat and then melted like lead. 
Two pieces of iron were welded In a 
few minutes by the aid of a powerful 
flame from the blowpipe. Much cost- 
ly and tedious riveting will 
be no 


longer necessary; iron will be welded 
against iron, copper against 
copper, 


etc. The doctors already foresee the 
possible treatment with liquid air of 
certain affections of microblan origin, 
such as osteomyelitis, anthrax and the 
malignant disease of the skin termed 
lupus." 


WILL SPEND $6O,OOO,OOO. 


Railroad Work in Mexico Will Keep 


Thousands Employed for 


Tears. 


Mexico City.—A general survey of 


the cost ot railway extensions now un- 
der construction, changing the gauge 
on narrow gauge roads, terminals at 
the port ot Vera Cruz, etc., show ap- 
proximate expenditures of more than 
$60,000,000. There will be abundant 
employment for thousands of men for 
several years. 


The railways entering this city are 


to have a union station which, with 
the new terminals, will cost probably 
$10,000,000. 
This improvement has 


been long contemplated. 


Shortly after the opening of the Te- 


huantepec railway for through traffic 
from ocean to ocean the line will be 
made double track, making It the only 
double track road in the republic. 


The new harbors at Coateacoalcos on 


the Gulf of Mexico and Sallna Cruz on 
the Pacific will shorten the time for 
freight shipments to New York and 
San Francisco two to three days and 
shorten the time between Europe and 
the west coast considerably.

LEAST DEADLY WOUNDS. 


Startling Statement Made by 


geon in Russo-Japan- 


ese War.

Berlin. — Dr. • Schaefer, of Berlin, 


speaking before the German Surgical 
society on his experiences during the 
Russo-Japanese war, said that after 
the battle of Mukden he 
examined 


more than 7,000 wounded Russians. 
The percentage of those dying from 
rifle wounds was the smallest, and a 
surprisingly large proportion of the 
wounded were fit in a short time for 
active service. 


Three' months after the battle 
of 


Mukden half the wounded of the army 
corps to which Dr. Schaefer was at- 
tached were cured. 
The percentage 


rose in some regiments to 70 per 
cent. 


The results were so surprising that 


a Russian general of division tried to 
forbid further investigations, saying 
the world would laugh at the fact that 
the Japanese had beaten'the Rnssans 
while the former were using such mis- 
erable rifles. 


Rio de Janalro.—The regalia of the 


ola empire of Brazil, hidden away in 
the treasury here for 70 years, has 
been rediscovered in an unexpected 
manner. 


The director of the treasury 
was 


searching for some documents when 
he opened a box which had not been 
touched for years. In It he found gold, 
silver and diamonds worth $1,200,000, I 
including the crown and scepter and 
the gold embroidered mantle of the 
emperors of Brazil. 
The crown and 


scepter are valued at $105,000. 


The regalia is supposed to have been 


placed in the treasury for safety dur- 
ing the troublous times of i836, and 
not being required by the republic, 
have remained there ever since. 


TOY SHIPS ON EXHIBITION.

Models of Transports Are Showiijto 


the Public at the War De- * v 


partment. 


Washington.—Under the direction of 


Quartermaster General Humphrey of 
the army, models have been prepared 
of the United States transport Sher- 
man. They are attracting much atten- 
tion at the war department. 


Tbe models are about 20 feet long 


and show not only the exterior of the 
ship, but also the interior. One model 
represents the transport cut in halves 
and shows the relative positions of the 
quarters for soldiers, the passengers' 
rooms, coal bunkers, freight compart- 
ments and machinery rooms. 


With great detail the interior has 


been worked out in such manner that 
nothing is left to the imagination. 
Even the beds for the men are repro- 
duced on a small scale and the freight 
is represented by miniature barrels 
and boxes.
